: i On April 20, 1955 HARMAN JOHN MARKUL, home address j 

3234 OrlJfln Avenue, lob Angeles, California, furnished infor- 
mation which aonoerne the question of tbs identity of -Marshal/ 

J03XP BBOZOflTO of Yugoslavia. Nr. MARKUL stated that in his 
opinion the nan representing hiss elf today as Harshal TITO is 
not the real JOSIF HROZ TITO but he is a Russian agent who 
adopted the identity of JoaiP BROZ TITO in 1937, at which tins 
the real TITO disappeared in Russia. 

The following background information oonoerning 
HARIJAN JOHN MARKUL is set outj He was born at Livno, 

Yugoslavia November 27, 1909. He was naturalized as a U. 3. 
oitisen Naroh It, 1944. He served in the u. 8. Army from 
October 9, 1942 to November 30, 1944, when he was honorably 
disoharged as a corporal, A nay serial No. 36609131. He 
emigrated toVthe united States in Hay, 1930. Hla wife is 
DMUD KUNOTfAJUTOL, who la employed as a laboratory taohni- 
cian at the Los Angeles County Hospital. She is a native born 
American citizen. At the present tine HARMAN JOHN MARKUL 
owns and operates the Larohaont coffee Shop, 236 North >' 

Larchnont Boulevard, Los Angeles. ! 

NAIUJAN JOHN MARKUL furnished the following informa- 
tion oonoerning TITO and oonoarnlng his trip to Yugoslavia. 

It ia not known how nuah oredenae oan be placed on the allega- 
tions made by MARKUL. He advised he la a sooialist and that 
he desires to furnish infonsatlon which might ba of lmportenoe 
to tha security of the United states. . . 

MARKUL visited Yugoslevia in 1953, at whloh time he 
talked with TITO on two different occasions. During the first 
visit with Marshal TITO. MARKUL had an sudlenoa with him for 
about an hour. During this time he notioed that TITO had five 
fingers on eaob hand, wheraaa he stated that the real TITO had i 

two fingers missing, the middle and forefinger of the left hand. j 

. 1 He noted that the TITO he met in 1953 teemed to be very well r 

eduoated and was an accomplished pianist, whereas he said the t 

• real TITO was not wall eduoated and to his knowledge could not : 

play tha piano. Moreover, subjeot stated that tne real TITO, {!• 
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known to hla aa J03IP BR07,, was about 5’11" in height and tha 
■an that ne Mt in 1953 aa TITO wa& only 5'*"» Purthemore* 
MARKOL noted that the aan he met in 1953 as TITO had a alight 
Russian aooent and spoke in a rather soft voice, whereas tha 
TITO he knew spoke in a aort brusque and sharp voioe. MARKOL 
advised that the veal TITO wot not healthy and had tuberoulosis 
and that he disappeared in 1937 when ha mbs in Ruasie. He advised 
that be had seen and talked with the real TITO in 1928 in 
Yugoslavia* and that ha again saw nisi about 1936 in Paris* pvanoe. 
He believed that be saw hie in January or February of 1935 or 
1936 in parts on tne street and was positive that this was the 
real TITO. 



Af tea this 1953 visit to TITO whioh took place in 
Belgrade* Yugoslavia* he visited a serried sister in fesgreb, 
Yugoslavia* ANNAVMARXOL, who was married to Dr.' BORIS TOORIC. 
NARKOL's sister AlQfA is a dootor and her husband is also a 
doctor. His alster ANNA asked hi* about his interview with 
Marshal TITO and then asked hi* if he thought it was the real 
TITO* and he answered "no." His sister then said that aha and 
her husband as well as ao*e other Yugoslavs do not believe that 
the *an representing hiaaeir sb Marshal TITO. is the real TITO. 
They told hi* that alter 1937 tney heard TITO talk on the radio 
and noted a change in bis aooent* and that it appeared to the* 
that the aan now representing hiaaeir ea TITO has a Russian 
eooent. MARKOL further Via id that hla father, age 89* is still 
llvlngj nls naae is 1VAM\ MARKOL and that he knew the real TITO 
lnaaaatoh aa he had worked in the a as* town in Yugoslavia* and 
that In tha father's opinion the aan representing bins a if now 
aa TITO la not the asae TITO who waa secretary of the cooaaunlst 
Party in Yugoslavia previous to 1937. 

MARKOL whlla in Zagreb was invited to attend a 
recaption for TITO and he did ao. This waa hlB Btoond meeting 
in 1953 with Marshal TITO. Thera wart about 80 people present 
at tha reception in Zagreb. During the aeoond meeting he and 
hla wife, EKHUD HARKOL* were treated coldly by Marshal TITO 
and he, in fact, hardly spoke to either of then. After this 
reoeptlon he than talked for three hours with ALEKSANDAR 
<RANKOVIC. who MARKOL said la head of tha Security system for 
Yugoslavia and who, in tha opinion of MARKOL* la tha stoat 
important aan in Yugoslavia, not axoaptlng TITO. MARKOL 
advlsad that ha alao talked with HANKOVIC for three or four 
hours after hla first Visit with tha aan representing himself 
aa Marshal TITO. During both these talks with RANKOVIC, 

MARKOL reported that he told RANKOVIC that In hie opinion 
Marshal TITO, who is now the leader in Yugoslavia, la not the 
rasl TITO and that he knew he was not beoause tha real TITO had 
two fingers Biasing on hla left hand. On both oooaalons 
ALEKSANDAR RAMXOVIC told MARKOL that he should not concern 










hlaaelf with euch things but should enjoy hie visit to Yugoslavia. 
Then RAMKOVIC changed the BUbJeot and did not let HARK’JL talk 
about TITO. 

MARKUL went on to soy that he knew RAMKOVIC very well 
lneamioh as he had been in prluon vltn him In Yugoslavia in 
1927. MARKUL advised that he ana AANKOVIC were both arrested 
In eonneotlon with trade union agitation and that he and 
RAMKOVIC spent awven days In one room in a Jail In Yugoslavia 
shortly after being arrested, and that he beoaae well acquainted 
with RAMKOVIC. US said RAMKOVIC used to be a tailor but that 
ha la now a very shrewd Individual and in his opinion RAMKOVIC 
actually has the aost power of anyone In Yugoslavia. RAMKOVIC 
did not ask hla, he aaidy about Aaarlca or American*, but he 
did ask him about AKDRBW \ARTUKOVIC who is now reolding in Los 
Angeles and whoa the Yugoslav oovemaent is atteaptlng to 
extradite ee an alleged wer criminal. RAMKOVIC told hla he 
could not understand why the American oovemaent permitted a 
aen like ARTU&OVXC to stay in the united States, and HARKOL 
said he told RAMKOVIC that in the United States everyone Is 
entitled to a fair trial, whlah Is not the case in Yugoslavia. 
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NARXUL advised that In his opinion the Yugoslav 
Oovemment is secretly cooperating with the soviet! Union and 
that within four or five Months tnla faot will be evident to 
everyone, at further efcated that In hla opinion the aan 
repreeentlng himself as Marshal TITO is actually a Ruaaion 
agent and is subservient to the USSR* MARKUL advised that he# 
himself# speaks Russian and that he lived in Russia for three 
years from 1930 to 1933 * and he noticed many people in restaur- 
ants in Yugoslsvla and in other public places who he believed 
were Russian agento in plain clothes* He further stated that 
it was dearly evident to hie and to many other Yugoslavs that 
If the soviet Union had wanted to dispose of the head of the 
Yugoslav Oovemaent, it could have done so very easily at any 
time. MARKUL sdvlaed that in 1930 he himself went to Ruaoia 
thinking that the social conditions were good there* out that 
he wea arrested there for not fulfilling his work quota and 
he spent moat of his time there In Russian prisons* In 1933 
he stooped from Russia by way of silmria. 

MARKUL said that for J ZIYKQ VoPALOVICH, who lives at

the real TITO well beesuso Dr. TOPALOVICH was on the Yugoslav 
Army staff many years ago and had conferences with him* Dr. 1 

TOPALOVICH# according to KAMUl, said that he bellev 
man who la representing hlaaelf au Marshal TjtTO la v 
a Russian general whose real name ia (Generali NIKOLAI 
(phel. Dr. TOPALOVICH reported to 4ARKUL he had met 
RuTaiin general on a number of occasions prior to 1937 and Wwt 
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he knew this MU Ml i trained Connie t. NARKUL rnrtber 
stated Dr. TOFAbOVZOR had been sentenced by the Yugoa lev 
do varment to orer twenty years laprlaonaent and that he 
oaanot return to yugoelavla without being arreeted and jailed. 

S routed that Dr. topauivich speaks Russian and in his 
Dr. fOPAlAVZOR ie a sen of intelligence and good 
sr. Xn this regard he oaid that be had heard that Dr. 
TOFAUWXCH baa spoken in connection with the Voice of juaerioa 
ggynsa la Faria, France, narkoi. advised that the turahfti 
fX19 aha la now head of tbs g ova meant in Yugoslavia is faarod 
and hated by «6re than eighty par csnt of the Yugoslav people. 
Aeeordlag to Rum. YugoaUvU is in a vary bad condition 
•conocically. Da atatad the reaeon why the Yugoslav Oeverment 
pretaoda it has a diffaranca with the Soviet (talon ia ao that 
it will get aid froa Aaarlaa and that actually there la no real 
apllt between YugoeUvU and the soviet Obion. 

NAHtm. advised that ha had Wad the official 
biography of Marshal TOO by VUDXJCRWLnR and bad noted 
that tharo are m arcus dlacrtpanalea in it eonaornlng the 
personal hiatory of TItO ("TITO" published by slam and 
Sahuatar, Haw York, 1953) .
